rians, Mnuggletonians, and what not : No Seq whatſoever but we make uſe 
of, as Inſtruments to further our Contrivances'; ſometimes we are looked up- 
on as ſuch devout men by the multitude, that we are raiſed to a Pulpit, to 
teach and inſtru& them; then we make it our bufineſs to rail againſt Govern- 
ment, andwith a (ubtil kind of tempting Rhetorick to.praiſe Novelty ;- this 
gains us immediately the hearts of the Hydra, or Vulgar : Thus the ſeeds of 
Sedition being pretty well ſown, - we begin to be afſured of having laid a per- 
fe& Platferm, towards the accompliſhment of our Deſires.
